trading.  The  demand  was  active  for  fowl  and  fancy  springs  but  slow  for  other  classes. 
Market  firm.  Truck  receipts  to  dealers  were  fairly  liberal  and  consisted  mostly  of 
springs  which  ranged  widely  in  size,  quality  and  condition.  Trading  active  for  fancy  ' 
springs  but  slow  for  lower  grades  and  accumulations  were  reported  in  some  quarters. 
Market  irregular.  The  274'  truck  loads  delivered  to  dealers  up  to  12  noon  included* 

18  Delaware  cross,  2 Maryland  cross,  1 New  York  cross,  1 Connecticut  rocks.  1 West 
Virginia  rocks,  -g-  Delaware  reds,  3/74  Virginia  mixed  and  2/3  Vermont  mixed,  making  a 
total  of  25  11/12  springs;  \ Delaware,  \ Virginia,  l/3  Vermont,  total  1 1/13  fowl, 
and  % Long  Island  ducks,  plus  88  coops  which  consist  mostly  of  springs  carried  from 
yesterday's  market.  Direct  receivers  received  up  until  late  morning  221,543  pounds. 
General  opinion  among  the  trade  is  that  most  sales  were  made  above  ceiling  prices 
but  no  verified  prices  are  odtainable  for  this  report.  Ceiling  prices  are  as  follows 
broilers,  fryers  and  roasters  32,  fowl  23-jy,  roosters  24-|-,  ducks  2 7-/- , a few  rabbits  30 
P-H  i ladelph  i a * Live  poultry  market  continued  firm  and  active  for  fancy  offerings.

SUFFICIENT  SUPPLIES  TO  DO  SOME  WHOLESALE  ANOJODBING  TRADING.  PRICES  UNCHANGE’ 

Receipts  of  live  poultry  yesterday  totaled  51,502  pounds. 

Arrivals  of  poultry  in  Chicago  July  21,  amounted  to  176,162  lbs  compared  witi 
159,361  lbs.  last  week.  Approximated  receipts  last  year  were  203,420  lbs. 
Three  cars  by  rail  freight  were  included  in  today's  shipments.  Larger  rail  receipts 
have  been  noted  recently  as  shippers  do  not  wish  to  expend  trucks  on  long  hauls.  Whom 
salers  report  quick  clearance  through  regular  retail  and  jobbing  outlets.  The  demand 
for  live  poultry  far  exceeds  the  supply.  Dealers  could  move  a considerably  larger 
volume  and  while  it  is  known  that  potential  supplies  are  larger  than  normal  In  the 
country  the  movement  continues  backward.
